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REPORT 

OF THE 

SUB-COMMITTEE OF SEVEN, 



The Committee of Seven, appointed to confer with 
the organization known as the Irving Hall Organiza- 
tion, and with the German Organization, are happy 
to be able to report that, after repeated meetings 
and much difference of opinion, they have 'agreed 

-? together upon a basis for the holding of primary 
meetingps. 

The Committee feel confident that the plan agreed 
upon fulfills the requirements of the situation, and 
will fully secure the object set forth in the resolu- 
tions adopted at the mass meeting as the one for 
^ which the Committee of One Hundred was appointed, 
viz.: '* To effect a reozganization of the party upon a 

^ popular basis,'* and " Secure to every Democratic 
voter the right to be represented at all primary meet- 
ings," and ^'Enable all to know that the fair 



expression of the majority at snch primary meetings 
shall be faithfully regarded and observed. '^ 

The members of the Committee have endured, with 
g^eat impatience, the delays which have attended 
their efforts. But in securing the union of all exist- 
ing organizations which have expressed a desire for a 
union of the party upon a plan under which a united 
effort can be made, the Committee feel satisfied that 
the time expended in harmonizing conflicting views 
has been well spent. 

The most noticeable feature of the plan proposed 
will be found to be gfiving to the voters of an election 
district the right to hold their own primaries free 
from the control of a central organization. The 
system is assimilated thereby to the system on which 
primaries are held in the country. 

It has been heretofore assumed that an order of 
things elsewhere popular, and elsewhere successful, 
by which the people are left to manage their own 
political affairs, was not applicable to the city of New 
York, but/ after considerable investigation of the 
subject, the various committees which have had this 
matter under consideration have agreed that a return 
to the system of thii^ nnder which the Democratic 
voters are left to conduct their own primaries in the 
popular manner, untramelled by previously appointed 
inspectors or officers of any kind, is practicable, and 
will bo wise and safe in operation. 



By adopting the election distriot as the unit of 
organization in which the primary meetings are to be 
held, it will be readily seen that you thereby enfran- 
chise and intrust the power to a small neighborhood ^ 
in each case, where tlie voters are generally known to 
each other, where frauds cannot be perpetrated with- 
out the knowledge of the people who are interested, and 
small enough for the responsibility of the interests of 
the party in the district to be located and appreciated 
by the Democrats of the district. 

It is believed that there is suoh virtue in the 
Democratic masses that if power is onoe reposed in 
the Democrats in each election district throughout 
the city to conduct their own primaries, and manage 
their own party interests and affairs, not only will 
they be found faithfully discharging that duty, but 
that once enfranchised and intrusted with this power, 
they willsee to it that no system of personal dictation 
or control will ever again supplant them. 

According to the plan, therefore, the Committee of 
One Hundred are to call primary meetings in the 
election dietricts, on the same evening, throughout 
the entire city. 

The call is to be addressed to all Demooratio 
voters. 

When assembled in their various election districtSf 
the control and conduct of the meetings are intrusted 
to the voters who have assembled. 
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Following^ the method generally in vogue at 
primary meetings in the country throughout the 
United States, the system of open oral voting is 
recommended. The meeting is in each case to 
appoint its own election officers and certify for itself 
the result of the primary. 

For the first primary to be held under this plan the 
Committee of One Hundred will appoint in each elec- 
tion district a person to be present and observe the 
conduct of the primary, and report thereon to the 
Ck>mmittee, and in any case in which disorder, fraud, 
or improper practices shall have characterized the 
meeting, it is provided that the Committee shall 
have power to call another primary for the district, 
under such special safeguards, applicable to the indi- 
vidual case, as they may deem necessary. 

This is, of course, a necessary power to be exercised 
by the Committee preliminary to the result of the 
first primaries having been determined. Thereafter, 
under the plan the voters at the first primaries are 
constituted in each case an Election District Associ- 
ation, with power to add to their number, during the 
year, from the Democratic voters of the election dis- 
trict) and to them ia intrusted the conduct and regu- 
lation, so far as is necessary, of subsequent prima- 
ries. 

It will be seen that the plan results in the greatest 
decentralization of power, by intrusting to saoh 



Democrats as choose to come out in each eleotion 
district and participate in the party management 
the power to regulate the political affairs in their 
districts. 

There are in the city of New York 678 election 
districts. It is believed that no one man, nor any set 
of men, can again divest ttie voters of the Democratic 
party of the city of their control of the party, if 
this system shall be once fairly and honestly in- 
augurated. 

The result will be that in each election district of 
New York City a large number of Democrats, inter- 
ested in the welfare of the party, will become 
intrusted with power to see that the primaries of the 
party are properly conducted in their neighborhoo4f 
that delegates are properly selected, and that the 
voice of the party, as felt in the neighborhood, upop 
questions of party management and policy is properly 
represented. 

This power, once realized by the masses, it wiU be 
difficult to take away. 

It is essential to success that the primaries shall 
be honestly conducted in the first instance, and 
that the voice of the Democratic voters of each diS' 
trict shall not be overborne by fraud. , This the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred are pledged by their appoint- 
ment to gfuard, and that duty they will dischaxgej^ 
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the neoeasary power for that purpose being reserved 
to them in the plan.

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PRELIMINARY PLAN. 



1. The Committee of One Hundred will call the 
first primary elections under the plan of organization 
herein set forth. The elections in the several elec- 
tion districts of each assembly district will be for 
delegates to the Assembly District Committee of the 
assembly district. The committees so elected will 
hold until the end of the present year. 

2. The call to attend and participate in the prima- 
ries will be addressed to all Democratic electors who 
were duly registered for the general election of 1880, 
in the election district in which they respectively re- 
side at the time the primaries are held. 

8. Public notice will be g^ven in one or more of the 
principal daily Democratic newspapers of the city at 
least one week before the elections are held, specify- 
ing the time (which will be the same for all election 
districts) and the place in each election district at 
which the election will be held, and the number of 
persons to be elected in each election district, which 
number will be as is prescribed in the Plan of Organi- 
zation for succeeding assembly district committees. 
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4. Thd Oommittee of One Hundred will designate 
for eaoh Election District a person in the district 
whose duty it shall be to be present at the primary 
meeting in the district and to keep a record of the 
proceedings of the meeting, on which record shall be 
stated the name and residence given by each person 
whose vote was received, and for whom each sach 
person voted, and also the name and residence given 
by eaoh person claiming to have the requisite qualifi- 
cations to vote, whose vote was rejected, and for 
whom each such person offered to vote. 

6, The persons present at the meeting entitled to 
vote at the primary election may organize the meet- 
ing at the time and place named in the call, if 
twenty Democratic electors who were duly registered 
in the election district for the general election of 1880 
shall then be present, or if twenty such electors shall 
not then be present, as soon thereafter as they shall 
have assembled. After fifteen minutes after the time 
named in the call the meeting may be organized 
with a less number present. 

6. The first business of the meeting shall be to elect 
a chairman. It may choose such other officers as it 
may decide. Before the polls shall be opened two 
tellers shall be chosen from the persons present enti- 
tled to vote at the primary election, each such person 
being entitled to vote for one teller only, and the two

persons reoeiying the greatest number of votes to be 
thereby elected. The chairman of the meeting and 
the two tellers so chosen shall be the judges of elec- 
tion. 

7. It shall be the duty of the person so designated 
by the Committee of One Hundred to file the record 
kept by him with the Secretary of the (Committee of 
One Hundred on the next day after the primary. The 
judges of election chosen at the meeting shall also 
certify to the Committee of One Hundred the record 
kept by the tellers, and the resalt of the election. 

8. Any person may file with the Committee of One 
Hundred, within one week after such primary elec- 
tions, any protest, complaint, or statement showing 
any fraudulent voting or any errors or omissions in 
any record certified to the Committee of One Hun- 
dred, or that in any respect any primary meeting or 
election was not conducted fairly and hon stly , and as 
herein provided, or was attended by disorderly or im^ 
proper action of any sort. All such records, com- 
plaints, protests, statements, and evidence before the 
Committee of One Hundred, having reference to the 
proceedings at any primary meeting, will be open to 
the examination of all concerned. 

9. The Committee of One Hundred will consider 
such records, protests, complaints, and statements, 
and such other evidence as may be offered, and if it 
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shall appear that the primary election in any district 
was attended by fraud, violence, or failure to comply 
with the provisions hereof, or was disorderly, or that 
the persons certified by the judges of election 
to have been elected, have not been fairly and hon- 
estly elected, or that it cannot be by them determined 
what the result, but for such disorder or improper 
practices, would have been, the Committee of One 
Hundred may call a new election in such district, 
with such additional safeguards as they may deem 
necessary to secure a fair election. 

10. The Democratic electors who shall vote at the 
primary election in the election district in which they 
were registered for the general election of 1880, and 
in which they reside at the time the primary is held, 
will constitute with such other Democrats, residents 
of the election district, as they may subsequently ad- 
mit, tho Election District Association of the district, 
to hold until the end of the present year. Such first 
Election District Association shall meet upon the call 
of the Assembly District Committee of the district 
and organize in the manner and with the powers 
herein prescribed for Election District Associations, 

11. The Committee of One Hundred will fix the 
time and the places at which the Assembly District 
Committees will meet in their respective Assembly 
Districts for organization, and the time and place at 
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which the County Committee to be first choeen will 
first assemble. 

12. Except as above provided the primary elections^ 
so called by the Committee of One Hundred shall be 
held in accordance with the provisions of the follow- 
ing Plan of Organization, and the Assembly District 
Committees and Election District Associations so 
constituted, will have the powers and duties prescrib- 
ed in the Plan of Organization for suooeeding com- 
mittees and associations. 
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PERMANENT PLAN. 



OROANIZATION. 



1. The name of the organization shall be Thb 
New York County Dbmocbacy. 

There shall be : 

An Election Distriot Aaaooiation in each election 
district ; 

An Assembly District Committee in each assembly 
district ; 

A Comity Committee ; 

Conventions for making nominations ; 

Conventions for choosing delegates to other conyen- 
tions. 

ELECTION DISTRICT ASSOCIATIONS. 

1. All Democratic electors who, being duly quali- 
fied, voted in the election district in which they 
reside at any primary election, duly called under 
this plan, held in that district during the next pre- 
ceding or the current year, shall be members of the 
Baeotion Distciot Aasooiation of the distriot 
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2. The AfiBOciation may elect as members other 
residents of the district who are Democratic electors, 
or who will become such before the next succeeding 
general election. 

8. Any person ceasing to be a resident of the elec- 
tion district will thereby cease to be a member of the 
Election District Association. 

4. The Association in each district shall meet for 
organization, in the month of January of each year, 
at the time and place designated therefor by the 
Assembly District Committee of the district, of which 
public notice, of not less than one week, shall be 
given. It shall electa chairman and a secretary, and 
such other officers as it may decide, who may be 
changed at any time, except that the chairman first 
elected in each year shall not be changed unless a 
number of members greater than that by which he 
was elected, or a majority of all the members, shall 
so vote at a meeting duly called. 

5. Each association will have power to judge of the 
qualifications of its members ; to determine the 

times and places of its meetings ; and to adopt rules ^ 
and by-laws and to take action not inconsistent here- ^ 
with for its own govemment and for the advance- 
ment of party interests in the district. |^ 

6. It will be the duty of the secretary of each 
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association to fomiah a list of the namot and rait* 
denoes of the membera and officers of the Aniiociation 
to the BGoretary of the ABsembly Dint riot Oommittee» 
immediately after the organization of the Asiiociation 
in each year, and to notify him from time to time of 
any change therein. It will aUo be hU dut^ to have 
a correct list of the members at all primaries held in 
the district. 

PRIMARY MEBTINaS AND BLlOOTlONfl. 

1. All primary elections shall be held at election 
district primary meetings. 

2. The call for all primaries shall be addreflsed to 
all Democratic electors who were duly r(?gistered for 
the last preceding general election, in the election 
district in which they reside at the time the primat^ 
meeting is held, or who are dnly qaallfled members 
of the Election District Association of that dktrlot« 

3. Pnblic notice of not less than four days nhtiU be 
gi^en in one or more of the principal daUy f>eraocrailo 
newspapers of the dty, of the time and the places 
for holding the primary meeUnffi, and of ib« con- 
▼entioiis and oonmiitteea, and of the mrniber of 
memben of emA, to be elected io each election dU^ 
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4. All primary elections shall be held not less than 
five days prior to the time appointed for the assem- 
bling of the body for which members are to be 
chosen. 

5. The Chairman of the Election District Associa- 
tion shall call to order all primaiy meetings in the 
district, and preside until a chairman is chosen by the 
meeting. He shall call the meeting to order, at the 
time and place named in the call, if twenty Demo- 
cratic electors entitled to vote at the primary election 
in the election district shall then be present, or if 
twenty such electors shall not then be present, as soon 
thereafter as they shall have assembled. After 
fifteen minutes after the time named in the call, 
the meeting may be organized with a less number 
present. If he shall not call the meeting to order as 
above provided, the persons present entitled to vote 
at the primary election may organize the meeting. 
The first business of the meeting shall be to elect a 
chairman. It may elect such other officers as it may 
decide. 

6. Before the polls shall be opened, two tellers 
shall be chosen from the persons present entitled to 
vote at the primary election, each such person being 
entitled to vote for one teller only, and the two 
persons receiving the greatest number of votes to be 
thereby elected. The chairman of the meeting and

the two tellers so ohoeen shall be the judges of 
election. 

7. The election shall take place in open meet- 
ing. Each person offering to vote shall state his 
name and residence, which shall thereupon be 
announced by the chaimian and be recorded by the 
tellers. If his vote shall be challenged, before it shall 
be received he shall be questioned by the judges as 
to his qualifications, and unless he shall state that he 
is a Democratic elector residing in the election dis- 
trict, and that he was duly registered in that district} 
for the last preceding general election, or, if he was 
not so registered, that he is a duly qualified member 
of the Election District Association of the district, 
his vote shall be rejected. If he shall so state, his 
vote shall be received, unless two judg^ shall decide 
that he has not the qualifications herein prescribed, 
in which case his vote shall be rejected. The decision 
thereupon shall be announced by the Chairman and 
be recorded by the tellers. The decision in each case 
shall be made promptly if other electors are waiting 
to vote, but any case which cannot be so decided may 
be postponed until such other electors shall have 
voted. 

8. Each person as he votes shall state for whom he 
votes for each convention or committee to be chosen, 
or he may hand to the judges an open ballot, having 
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designated thereon the persons for whom he votes 
and the conventions or committee to which he 
desires each such person to be chosen, all of which 
thereupon shall be announced by the chairman and 
be recorded by the tellers. 

9. Any person, claiming to have the qualifications 
above stated, whose vote shall have been rejected, 
shall have his vote announced and recorded by the 
tellers in the same manner as accepted votes are 
announced and recorded, but it shall also be recorded 
that the vote was rejected, and the vote shall not be 
counted by the judges in determining the result of 
the election. 

10. The polls shall be kept open for one hour and 
until every person then present, and entitled thereto, 
has had an opportunity to vote. 

11. The judges, before the adjournment of the 
meeting, shall canvass the votes and announce and 
certify the result of the election for each convention 
or committee for which members are chosen. Their 
certificate shall be prima facie evidence of the 
election of the persons so certified to have been 
elected. 

12. They shall also certify, in duplicate, the record 
showing for whom each person voted for each con- 
vention or committee respectively, and for whom 
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each person whose vote was rejected, offered to vote 
for each convention or committee respectively. One 
of such cert'fied copies shall be filed, within twenty- 
four hems thereafter, with the Secretary of the 
Assembly Dristrict. Committee by the teller who was 
chosen by the greater number of votes, and the other 
such certified copy shall be filed, within twenty-fonr 
honrs thereafter, with the Secretary of the Election 
District Association by the teller who was chosen by 
the lesser number of votes. 

TIMES FOR HOLDING ELECTIONS. 

1. Primary meetings shall be held in each year, at 
half -past seven o'clock in the evening, of the Tuesday 
five weeks preceding the general election, unless the 
County Committee, at least one week previously, shall 
have fixed another time. There shall there be 
elected delegates to all conventions requisite to nomi- 
nate the Democratic candidates for all offices to be 
voted for at the next general election. 

2. Primary meeting^ shall be held on the second 
Tuesday of December of each year, at half-past seven 
o'clock in the evening, unless the County Committee, 
at least one week previously, shall have fixed another 
time, to elect the members of the Assembly District 
Committee of each assembly district for the ensuing 
year.

BASIS OF REPRESENTATION. 

1. There shall be elected to the Assembly District 
Committee in each assembly district, and to Ck>iinty 
Conventions, and to each convention, to be chosen 
exdnsively in one assembly district, one delegate in 
each election district for each one hundred votes, and 
for any fractional part of one hundred votes exceed- 
ing fifty, cast in such election district for the Demo- 
cratic Electoral Ticket at the Presidential election 
last preceding, but each election district shall be 
entitled to at least one delegate ; and there shall be 
elected to each convention to nominate the Demo- 
cractic candidate or candidates for offices to be voted 
for in more than one assembly district, except the 
County Convention, one delegate in each election dis- 
trict comprised within the district for which nomina- 
tions are to be made. 

2. Each assembly district shall be entitled to an 
equal representation in the County Committee. Until 
the number of delegates shall be otherwise fixed by 
the County Committee, each Assembly District Com- 
mittee shall be entitled to send fifteen delegates to 
the County Committee. 
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AflSKMBfiT DIflTRICT OOKMITTlBBfl. 

Each Assembly District Gommittee shall have 
power: 

1. To judge of the election and qnalifioations of its 
members and to choose its officers ; bat all elections 
of officers, delegates, and members at large, shall be 
l^ a call of the roll of members, to be entered upon 
theminatea 

2. To prescribe roles and by-laws, and to take action 
not inconsistent herewith, for its own government 
and for the management of elections, the advance- 
ment of party interests and the administration of 
political matters in the district. 

8. To elect members at large by a two-thirds vote 
of all its members after all contests for membership 
shall have been decided, and to fill any vacancies 
which may occur daring the year by a majority vote 
of all its members. 

4. To call, as herein prescribed, all primary elec- 
tibns in the district at the times to be fixed as herein 
provided, and to designate the places for holdiog the 
primary meetings in the several election districts of 
the assembly district, and the times and places at 
which the Assembly District Gommittee, and any

oonvestions to nominate candidates to be voted for 
only iu the assembly distriot, shall meet for organiza- 
tion. 

5. To order a new primary election and to desig- 
nate the time and place therefor, in any election dis- 
trict where the primary election shall have been shown 
to have been vitiated by fraud, violence, or failure to 
eomply with the provisions hereof. 

Q. To choose, and change at wilt, by the vote of the 
saajority of all its members, the delegates from the 
assembly district to the County Committee. 

7. To call together in nvass meeting the Election 
District Associations of the assembly district. 

COUNTY COMMITTEE. 

There shall be a County Committee. 
It shall have power: 

1. To judge of the election and qualifications of 
its members ; to choose its officers ; to determine 
the times and places of its meetings ; and to adopt 
rules and by-laws not inconsistent herewith for its 
own government. 

2. To fix the number of delegates, to be the same 
for all districts^ which each assembly district will be 
entitled to send to the Coii,nty Committee. 
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8. To fix the times, not inconsistent herewith, for 
holding primary meetings, and the times and places 
at which the County Convention and all conventions 
to nominate candidates to be voted for in more 
than one assembly district will meet for organization. 
The County Committee, at least seven days before 
any primary elections are to be held, shall give notice 
to each Assembly District Committee of the time for 
holding the same, and shall specify in such notice 
the conventions or committee to be chosen ; the num- 
ber of members of each to be elected in each district ; 
and the times and places at which each convention, 
members of which are to be voted for in more than 
one assembly district will meet for organization ; and 
when Assembly District Committees are to be elected, 
the time and places at which the delegates to the 
County Committee will meet for organization. 

4. To receive and expend moneys for the mainte- 
nance of the organization and for the general conduct 
of election campaigns ; to call the Assembly District 
Committees together in mass meeting, and to call 
other public meetings ; and to take such other action, 
not inconsistent herewith, for the advancement of 
Democratic principles and the interests of the party 
as they may deem proper. 
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NOMINATING CONVENTIONS. 

1. The delegates to all nominating conventions 
shall be chosen at election district primary meetings. 

2. Each convention to nominate candidates, or to 
select delegates to conventions, shall have power to 
judge of the election and qualifications of its mem- 
bers ; to choose its officers ; to adopt rules and by- 
laws not inconsistent herewith ; to fill vacancies ; 
and to make such nominations as they are empowered 
to make under the call. 

STATE CONVENTIONS. 

Nothing herein contained shall be construed to in- 
terfere with or affect the action of the several assem- 
bly districts, under any call of the State Committee, 
pursuant to the usage established by the '^ Cassidy 
Resolution. '* 

AMENDMENTS. 

This plan of organization shall be amended only by 
a resolution of the County Committee, ratified by 
two-thirds of the Assembly District Committees, each 
acting in its own district and duly certifying its action 
to the County Committee.
